The works are under 
control of Messrs, Paruza & Turner, and 
the latter ‘expert’ actually has the 
effrontery to contemplate temporarily 
occupying the vacant seat on the Sanita 
Board. If the Governor has not seen this 
place, itis only his own fault. = “-~ + 

But this 1s nothing to what we can show. 
his Excellency if he will accept us as; his 
“ puide,.philosopher and friend,” in a 
voyage of discovery that would dispel for 
ever his lamentable ignorance (even he 
himself laments it) as to the state of the 
highways and by-ways of the Colony he Is 
supposed to govern; for we have been 


‘there, and know of what we speak. 


“Siumming” is no longer a popular pur- 
sult, though two or threa years ago It was 
in Immense favour as a fashionable fad. 
What we mean is quite the contrary— 
hard work, and: horrible work,’ not @ 
pleasant pastime by a very long way. 
Tt. would not be a bad idea for—his 
Excellency to join’ ‘the “ Whitewash 
Brigade,” for a few days at any rate. 
This fs no joke; some people might laugh 
at it, but there is nothing but terribly 


-earnest bitterness of feeling among all who} 


have seen and know what it means; 
the soldiers, the sanitary officials, the few 
civilians who'Rave in spite of jeers and in 
defiance of danger put a hand to the task 
—they, and they alone, have an idea of 
the real state of affairs. Itis not enough 
that Sir Wrrttam Rostxsov and his 
advisers should read the reports of others 
—apparently they have not even done 
that, or how could the Governor plead 
ignorance? It is not enough though every- 
thing that has appeared In the newspapers 
struck hame where it is intended, where it 
would do the most’ good; ‘for not the 
greatest writer on earth could create an 
impression as true, as vivid, and as lasting 
asa thorough personal inspection. 

For instance, there have been, reiterated 
references to the terrible state of Tal- 
ping-shan; but’ the Central District Is as 
bad _as any, and has never been mentioned, 
simply because there are only twenty-four.

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AN UNSAVOORF SUBJECT. - 
LEIGH ON WATER CLOSETS. 


For berefaced cheek and cast-iron effrontery in 
aseml-official position, commend as to Mr. R. K, 
Lelgh, lately elected Sanitary Nght and ‘boss? 
authority on the sutject of Hongkong water 
closets, 1o addition to these high qualidcastons 
for public attention, Mr, Lelgh Is generally 
credited wilh being an architect, and a member 
of the firin of Danby, Leigh and Orange. Un- 
fortunately it so bappens that there are other. 
architects In the colony nnd among the number 
Is a Mr. John Lemm, agentléman whoa few 
years ago came & str cto the land but who 
by dint of hard work diness and ability bas 
buitt up a big business, Mr. Lemm is said, 
thoogh with what trth we will not 
vouch, to have become a veritable thorn 
in the slides of older fiems and to 
have secured many bullding contracts, In 
his professional capacity Mr. Lemm had 
occasion the cther day to apply to Ihe Sanitary 
Board for permission to construct water closeis 
on certain pew premises in Roblason Raad 
and Peel Street, and his letter of sppli-atton 
was circulated smoog the members of the 
Board In the customary manner Naturally 
Mr, Leigh, belng ta sympathy with a brother 
professional and not knowing the dey perhaps 
when his. own firm would have occasion 
to seek similar permission, religiously 
abstained from elther recommending or opposing 
Mr. Lemm's request! Anyhow, decent taste 
would dictate such @ course of action, but did

immediate.res{znation of Mr, Leigh asa member. 
of the Saoltary Board, This, after the disclosure 
made by the Acting Director of Public Works 
quoted above, we feel justified In demanding, 
and lf Mr. Leigh cannot contradict Mr, Toeker 
and has any self-respect left, he will doubtless 
seo the necessity of at once resigoing a position 
which be ought, under all circumstances, never 
to have red to. Mr. Leigh, assumiog Mr. 
Tooker’: ertlons arétrue—and they were not 
challenged--bas already shewn himselfto bea man
